Wrongdoing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice President- 


designate Gerald R. Ford denied at his con- 
firmation hearings today any wrongdoing in 
the handling of $11,500 in campaign funds which 
he did not report to the House. 


Itemizing each of five checks involved, Ford 


said that to the best of his knowledge they were 
reported by the donors in proper public 
documents and subsequently reported by the 
Republican Congressional Campaign Com- 
mittee as required by law. 


The funds involved were contributed to Ford 


in 1970 and channeled to the Republican 
Congressional Campaign Committee which 
then sent a similar amount to the Michigan 
congressman's district. 


Although Ford did not report the con- 


tributions in his personal statement of cam- 
paign finances filed with the House, he said 
they were all properly recorded in other places. 


Ford also offered himself as a peacemaker 


and mediator in a crisis-ridden government 
saying, "I can be a helpful bridge between the 
executive and the legislative branch/' 


Under questioning by members of the Senate 


Rules Committee, Ford said he intended as 
vice president to work closely with Congress on 
legislation at all levels "to find a common level 
of agreement/' 


Asked if he could be elected if the entire 


country had the chance to vote for him, Ford 
responded: "I might have done fairly well, I 
wouldn't forecast a victory." 


Ford called the 5th congressional district of 


Michigan, which has elected him to Congress 13 
times, "a moderate electorate, and my own 
views are not as conservative as might have 
been implied. 


"I consider myself a moderate certainly on 


domestic affairs," Ford said, "a conservative 
on fiscal affairs and an internationalist on 
foreign policy." 


In regard to the 1970 campaign funds, Ford 


said he got more money than he needed and 
sent it to the GOP committee to distribute to 
others. He said he sometimes told donors to 
send money directly to the House GOP Cam- 
paign Committee rather than to his campaign. 


Ford also denied that the money he got from 


the GOP committee exceeded the limit set by 
Michigan law. Ford said the law requires that 
no candidate may spend more than $10,500 on 
his own behalf. He said some money went to 
committees other than to the Ford for Congress 
Committee, of which he was treasurer. 


"Late in the campaign several other com- 


mittees had been established on my behalf," 
Ford said. "They did need some funds and they 
did get some from the Republican Con- 
gressional Campaign Committee.,." 


Ford said the amount involved "as I un- 


derstand it was slightly over $13,000." 


Sen. Claiborne Pell, D-R.L, noted that Ford's 


nomination might prove as important as the 
choice of a president. "I believe we all realize 
that the nominee of today may not only be the 
vice president of tomorrow but could be the 
president of next year," Pell said.

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Gasoline Shortage 


Hurts Stations Here

Several gas distributors and service station 


operators contacted Tuesday morning hinted a 
gas shortage "may" develop if cor 
demands continue to increase. One service 
station contacted is out of gas. 


Lester Atkins' Texaco Station at 301 West 


Collin has been out of gas since Friday af- 
ternoon. "It seems like everyone has gas ex- 
cept us," Atkins said. This is the first time he 
has run out of gas. The station owner indicated 
more fuel will be available the first of 
November. 


Concerning the future availability of gas for 


the station, Atkins said, "From what we hear, 
it doesn't look like it's going to get any better.'* 


Raymond Hood, a bookkeeper for the Texaco 


Inc. sales office, said, "We don't know what our 
allocations will be until the first (of the month). 
But I'm afraid we're going to be short" 


John Craig, a Gulf Oil wholesale distributor, 


said it appears stations will continue to be 
allocated the same amount of gas they sold 
during the same month last year. The stations, 
however, are selling more gas, he pointed out. 


David Porter, owner of Blackland Oil Co., 


which distributes Phillips 66, said he learned 
just before noon today the cost of gas and diesel 
is going up three cents per gallon next month. 


I how much gas will be available, 


Porter said "I don't see any cutback from what 
we have now." Two out of five local Phillips 
stations are closed because of the 
; 


supply of gas. 


Porter said he had made arrangements to re- 


open a station on South Highway 75, but was 
unable to do so because he cannot buy enough 
gas. The Phillips station at 2821 West 7th was 
closed to allow more gas for other dealers. 
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Enrollmen t Drops A fleet 
Four Teachers at NJC 


A decline in enrollment in academic areas at Navarro 


Junior College will mean that four instructors probably will 
not be re-employed for the next school year, Dr. William 
Walton, vice president of academic affairs, has reported. 


Dr. Walton said based on "overstaffing" in departments in 


which enrollment declined, four instructors newest in terms 
of service have been told *'informally" they likely will not be 
re-employed for the 1974-75 school year so they may begin 
seeking new teaching positions. 


"We are experiencing a decline in academic courses not in 


their specialty, and an increase in enrollment in occupational 
programs such as electronics and law enforcement," Dr. 
Walton said, adding this is something that is happening in 
colleges all across the country. 


He said he and the department chairman have conferred 


individually with the four who were the newest in terms of 
service with NJC and informed them "that it appears highly 
improbably at this point we will be able to re-hire them next 
year." He said the college is contacting other colleges in their 
behalf in seeking to aid them in relocating. 


He did not identify the teachers involved, saying it would 


be personally embarrassing. All will continue on the faculty 
through the current school year through next Spring. 


The four teachers are in the departments of social scien- 


ces, languages, physical education, and business ad- 
ministration.

Lions Learn Meat Cutting 


Carl Lock, a Safeway meat 


operator of Garland, gave 
members of the Lions Club and 
their guests Tuesday a short 
course in meat cutting and 
consumer meat purchasing. 


Lock esplained that 75 per 


cent of beef is in economy cuts 
and 25 per cent of beef is in 
expensive cuts.. 


Most of the meat of an animal 


eaten is muscle and includes 
these types: round, flank, plate, 
brisket, shank, and chuck, he 
said. 


He explained that cuts from 


round include ground beef, heel 
of round, and round steak. 
From flank the consumer gets 
flank steak; plate, plate boiling 
beef and short ribs; brisket: 
beef brisket and corned beef; 
shank: knuckle soup bone and 
cross cut fore shank; and 
chuck; blade steak, blade pot 
roast, triangle pot roast, 
boneless chuck pot roast, arm 
steak, boneless neck, cross rib 
and arm pot roast.. 


During the meat cutting 


demonstration he pointed out 
that chuck blade pot roast 
should be cooked with foil at 350 
degrees or lower. 


"Anything that moved while 


the animal was alive should be 
cooked in low heat, he he said. 


During the demonstration he 


showed the audience how to 
trim the fat from meat to add to 
the quality of purchase. 


He also pointed out that fat 


and remains of the beef are not 
wasted. 


"Many of the left overs are 


used for exotic perfumes and 
lotions for women and gun 
powder and soap, he said. He 
pointed out that to insure the 
best buys, look for the USDA 
Beef Grading shield which is a 
guide to quality.
